Circlev ille and Pickaway county ex-serv ice men were 
receiv ing their adjusted compensation bonds Monday as 
the gov ernment mov ed to place bonuses in the hands of 
all v eterans this week. 
Bonds for 200 v eterans were receiv ed in the Circle­ 
v ille postoffice at 11:40 a. m. Monday, and machinery was 
put into operation at once to place them in the hands of 
local residents. Mail carriers deliv ered some of the bonds 
Monday afternoon on their regular routes to persons they 
knew would be in their offices or at their homes. A “ special 
deliv ery” trip was scheduled at 4;45 p. m. with the fire 
bell to ring “ 77” as soon as the city’s fiv e postmen leav e 
the office. 
Mu st Be At Ho me 
All ex-serv ice men expecting bonds are to be home 
after that hour because the bonds must be deliv ered per­ 
sonally. Only the persons to whom they are addressed can 
receiv e them. 
Postmaster llulse Hays was uncertain, 
Monday, 
whether the bonds receiv ed were all that would come to 
, Circlev ille. No authentic list of v eterans has been prov ided 
^him by soldiers’ organizations or the v eterans’ administra­ 
tion in Washington. 
Ex-serv ice men liv ing on rural routes will receiv e their 
bonds in Tuesday’s regular mails. 
Postoffices at Williamsport, New Holland, Clarksburg, 
Adelphi and Laurelv ille receiv ed their bonds earlier Mon­ 
day, and Postmaster Hays believ ed sev eral of the offices 
had time to put them in Monday’s regular mail. 
The bonds are being receiv ed in “ window’^ env elopes.

Registered 
packages giv en to 
the v eterans contained bonus pay­ 
ments of $1 for ev ery day serv ed 
in this country and $1.25 for ev ery 
day serv ed ov er seas—except for 
the first 60 days in each category, 
for which no payment is made. 
The av erage v eteran 
receiv ed 
approximately 
$550. 
Indiv idual 
payments ranged as low as a few 
dollars to as high as $1500, de­ 
pending on length of serv ice and 
whether the v eteran had borrowed 
on his adjusted serv ice certificate. 
A large portion of the tremen­ 
dous bonus outlay was expected to 
find its way immediately into the 
nation’s trade channels. 
Treas­ 
ury, post office, v eteran adminis­ 
tration and v eterans organizations 
officials hav e urged v eterans to 
hold their bonds as inv estments, 
but there are back debts to be 
paid, automobiles to be bought, 
homes to be furnished and rede­ 
corated, and children to be edu­ 
cated.

WASHINGTON, J une 15—(UP) 
Sen. Robert F. Wagner, D., N. Y., 
planned today to renew his fight 
for passage of his 
$460,000,000 
housing and slum clearance bill. 
It was believ ed the measure had 
a chance of approv al by the sen­ 
ate. Its chances in the house were 
considerably less, howev er, becau.se 
of a gentlemen’s agreement that 
the house would not consider legis­ 
lation originating in the senate un­ 
less It already had reached the 
conference stage. 
The Wagner bill pro\nde an in­ 
itial appropriation of $10,000,000, 
and would giv e a new 
housing 
authority the right to issue $150,- 
000,000 of boncts each year for 
three years. 
Grants of 45 per 
cent would be made to municipal­ 
ities for slum clearance and hous­ 
ing projects. 
Wagner contends the measure 
W'ould giv e a strong boost to the 
lagging building industry, and at 
the same time w'ould allev iate a 
serious social problem by prov id­ 
ing better homes for low-income 
Classes.

On Scippo creek in Pickaway- 
twp were two Shawnee Indian vil­ 
lages or towns of considerable im­ 
portance, 
one 
known 
as Corn­ 
sta lk’s town located on the north 
bank of Scippo, the other on the 
south side of the 
same creek, 
known as Squawtown or Grenadier 
Squaw’s Town. 
Over 
this 
last 
named 
vil­ 
lage ruled 
the 
Indian 
princess 
whose native name was Non-hel- 
e-ma. The English named her the 
"Grenadier Squaw” since she car­ 
ried herself like a grenadier sol­ 
dier at the head of his troops. 
She was tall and vigorous with a 
very regal bearing. 
Non-hel-e-ma and her brother, 
Cornstalk, belonged to the ruling 
class of the trible known as the 
Maguck clan. 
To this clan be­ 
longed the priests and medicine 
man. 
About 1747 this clan of the 
Shawnees left their homes on the 
upper Ohio and came to the Scioto 
valley to the Pickaway plains, at

During a brief period of peace 
between the Indians 
and whites, 
Dav id Zeisberger, Moravian mis­ 
sionary, 
v isited this region and 
relates that 
the 
Indians 
were 
greatly impressed with his mes­ 
sage.

was in 1772.

next year he returned and found 
the Indians angry with the whites 
and no mission 
work could be 
done. 
It seems probable that during 
one 
of these' v isits Non-hel-e-ma 
became interested in the Christian 
doctrine and was 
baptised. 
The 
name Catherine was conferred up­ 
on her and in her later conduct 
and forgiv ing spirit she showed 
that she had 
embraced far more 
of the spirit of Christ than many 
so-called 
Christians 
among 
the 
whites of 
her time. 
When 
the 
hostilities 
of 1774 
started we find Cornstalk and his 
sister opposed to war, 
but they 
could not restrain their 
warriors 
who clamored for 
revenge on the 
white men for their 
depredations 
After the bloody battle of Point 
Pleasant, 
when 
Dunmore 
ap­ 
proached the 
plains, both Corn­ 
stalk and Ndn-hel-e-nm went to 
meet him and beg for peace. Dun- 
more 
considered 
the Indians as 
hav ing been punished and quick ly 
agreed to a treaty of peace which 
was 
eagerly - accepted 
by 
the 
Shawnee chiefs. 
Woman Disowned Later 
When Dunmore 
withdrew his 
forces Cornstalk and Non-hel-e-ma 
accompanied him part 
of the way. 
Later the sister seems to 
have 
gone to liv e with the whites 
at Ft. 
Randolph 
on the Kanawha 
river, 
bringing information to 
the Amer­ 
icans apd carrying messages 
to 
her people. 
For these actions 
she 
was disowned by her people. 
In 1785 she petitioned Congress 
in the following words. 
"Your 
petitioner at the commencement 
of hostilities perpetrated 
by his 
despotic • Majesty, 
the 
King of 
Great 
Britain, 
on 
the 
United 
States, av owed a 
different 
dis­ 
position for the rest 
of her friends 
and brethren, the Indians 
gener­ 
ally, and abstracted myself from 


them and took refuge in the gar­ 
rison of Ft. Randolph belonging to 
the state of Virginia; Into which 
garrison 
your petitioner took 48 
head of horned cattle, which were 
tak en for the use of the garrison 
without making me any compensa­ 
tion 
for them, also a number of 
horses 
and was obliged to leave a 
v ery considerable property behind 
me which my brethrens would not 
suffer me to remove.” 
In this petition she asked Con­ 
gress to give her 2,000 acres of 
land 
on 
the west side of the 
Scioto 
river above the old Pick- 
awee towm where she once resided 
and had goods, houses and fields, 
and where her mother was buried. 
This request was endorsed by both 
Gen. 
George 
Rogers Clark and 
Richard Butler, Indian commis­ 
sioners. 
Both 
had 
previously 
known Non-hel-e-ma and the help 
she had given the American froces 
during the revolution. Both signed 
the petition and presented it to 
Congress. Several other prominent 
citizens of Pittsburgh, who had fa ­ 
vorably 
known 
her 
and 
were 
aware of her loss of property 
be­ 
cause 
of 
her adherence to the 
American 
cause, 
added t h e i r 
names to the petition. To the dis­ 
grace of Congress this petition 
was never acted upon. 


Went to Miami river 


Non-hel-e-ma once more went to 
live with her people who had re­ 
moved to the headquarters of the 
Miami river. 
Later a company of 
Kentuckians 
came against 
the 
Shawnee towns on the Miami, sur­ 
prised them and captured many 
Indians, among them Non-hel-e- 
ma. 
The prisoners were taken 
back to Kentucky and the next 
year released. 
Nothing more is 
known of Non-hel-e-ma. 
Dr. Galloway of Xenia, in his 


book 
"Old Chilllcothe", has this 
to say about the 
Indian princess; 
"Wherev er Non-hel-e-ma 
passed 
the ev ening of her life, it was 
doubtless among 
her own people 
once more, honored 
for her wis­ 
dom and courage and consoled for 
her misfortunes. 
It is difficult 
for us of a 
different tradition to 
estimate the character of an In­ 
dian woman. 
That in her early 
days 
Non-hel-e-ma had been a 
blood thristy 
savage seems proved 
by the fact that burning ground 
of 
the 
Shawnee captives was a 
part of her 
village on the Scioto. 
That on becoming 
a Christian and 
being baptised she was sincere, ap­ 
pears by keeping her faith with 
the Whites 
after the treaty, even 
losing her 
home and her standing 
with 
her 
people. 
She 
proved 
herself 
a woman 
of affairs by 
the prosperity 
of her village on 
the Scioto and 
by the part she 
took at Lord 
Dunmorc’s treaty 
at Fort Charlotte. 
Later as an 
exile and as captive she retained 
her personal 
integrity and endured 
affliction 
without 
complaint. 
Among 
those 
to whom the his­ 
torians of Ohio should give a meed 
of praise stands Non-hel-e-ma, the 
Indian princess." 
Several Skeletons Found 
A few years ago while opening 
a grav el pit at Westfall several 
Indian sk eletons were uncovered, 
among them being one that by its

r pH E Circleville b usiness district was dis- 
graceful, Saturday evening, with piles 
of discarded handb ills, and other refuse, 
filling sidewalks, streets and store entran­ 
ces. A steady stream of b ill passers winded 
in and out among parked automob iles all 
during the evening; others stood on corners 
and handed their b ills to shoppers. As a 
result, practically every handb ill was torn 
up, then tossed into the gutter or on the 
sidewalk. To persons who remained in the 
uptown district until a late hour, Circle- 
ville’s b usiness area b rought to mind the 
hour of 3 a. m. after the last night of the 
annual Pumpkin Show. 
The city service departm ent was for­ 
ced to call out its workers to rid the city of 
its unkempt appearance early Sunday. The 
waterwagon was put into use and, b efore 
many churchgoers had reached the streets, 
the city again looked natural. 


FAMILY REUNIONS 


rT time was when a family reunion was a 
m atter of long preparation and much 
planning. Nowadays the m emb er charged 
with the secretarial duty sends out 
the 
post-cards, the women of the household get 
b usy with the picnic dinner, and on the 
morning of the appointed day the various 
scattered families hitch up their old fliv­ 
vers and hot to it. The Family Reunion is 
more popular than the Sunday School pic­ 
nic. 
Pride in a family name is usually b ack 
of these gatherings of the clans. As our 
American civilization takes on age, men 
think more of their forefathers and the 
part they played in the b uilding of the 
great structure we call America. 
Sometimes the descendants and relatives 
b y m arriage go b ack to 
the 
ancestral 
home, assemb ling at the call of the secre­ 
tary for a day of jollification each summer 
In the open. College professors and farmers 
pitch quoits as partners. The woman of 
fashion sits down to talk over family af­ 
fairs with her cousin the seamstress. There 
is such a mingling of personalities and so­ 
cial ranks as m akes for good democracy, 
and those who participate are the b etter 
Americans for their annual reunions with 
those of b lood relationship whose walks in 
life are usually so far removed they never 
meet except on these occasions. 


Hull’s policy of lowering trade 
b arriers 
was catching on w ith a lot of people. 
Actually it is a little early yet to see how 
H ull’s treaties are working out. Too many 
of them have b een in effect only a 
few' 
months. 
But the two longest in effect— w'ith Bel­ 
gium and 
Cub a— have 
b een 
definitely 
b eneficial to tha t part of the United States 
which does not raise sugar. 
Belgium increased her American pur­ 
chases b y 71 per cent during the first ten 
months of the treaty, most of the increase 
b eing in commodities on w'hich there had 
b een tariff reductions. Her increase of im­ 
portation from other countries was only 
44 per cent. 
Cub a increased her American purchases 
58 per cent during the first year of the 
treaty; meanwhile the United States in­ 
creased its Cub an purchases, mostly sugar, 
b y 221 per cent. 
During the four months the Canadian 
treaty has b een effective, b oth countries 
have increased their purchases from the 
other b y ab out 15 per cent. 
SMOOT-HAWLEY 
Speaking of tariffs, wonder w hat’s b e 
come of the authors of the Smoot-Hawley 
Tariff? 
Six years ago they were among the mos 
powerful memb ers of Congress. 
Senator 
Smoot of Utah virtually dictated the taxes 
of the Senate. He had more appointees in 
the Federal Government than any other 
single Senator. 
Representative Hawiey of Oregon die 
tated the affairs of the House Ways anc 
Means Committee, wrote the tariff b ill al­ 
most as he wanted it. 
Today they are scarcely heard of 
Washington.

Smoot, now in his 74th year, is in Salt 
Lake City, devoting his time to the affairs 
of the Mormon Church, of w'hich he is an 
apostle and second in line of leadership.

stress will do so. 
says, "Diab etes will 
low Intense emotional crises, 
more often the result of long con 
tlnued worry.” 
I cannot follow this 
lin* of reasoning, and would b e much 
more Inclined to b elieve that the 
symptoms of emotional stress were 
the first symptoms of the diab etic 
state and so masked it that it went 
unrecognized. 
Carefully carried out psychological 
studies on these patients showed that 
they hav# a diminished alertness or 
perception. 
In the field of intellec- 
tuation their memory b ecomes defi­ 
cient; they express an inab ility to 
concentrate, have a sluggish response 
to questioning and other mental re­ 
flexes. 
In the emotional field, depression 
Is the commonest symptom, although 
Irritab ility, apathy, indifference and 
anxiety also are often predominant 
The disease Itself naturally tends to 


fatigue, and thle ie often put do wn 
b y less sympathetic relatives to 
lazi­ 
ness. 
In many mental and nervous co n­ 
ditions the carb ohydrate metabo lism 
may b e disturb ed. One labo rato ry 
reports 1 9 cases o f melancho lia in 
which the b lood sugar was definitely 
raised. 
“The work of an Impressiv e 
company of physicians 
warrants the 
conclusion that disordered sugar dt- 
geatton 
and 
assimilation 
appears 
more frequently in split perso nalities 
than In normal individuaJa” 
The nervous disorders and mental 
depression may 
be a reflsx o f the 
b odily changes that are occurring and 
the result of the mental realizatio n 
that a state of chro nic Inv alidism 
occurs, b ut the outlook of these pa­ 
tients la so hopeful that o ne part o f 
the treatment which should 
be defi­ 
nitely undertaken Is to change the 
mental attitude.

Therefore,

cephalitis patient will retain no co n­ 
tagious particles 
any where 
which 
could spread the disease.

On Scippo creek in Pickaway- 


twp were two Shawnce Indian vil- 
lages or towns of considerable im- 
portance, 
one known as Corn- 


stalk's town located on the north 
bank of Scippo, the other on the 
south side of the same creek, 
known aa Squawtown or Grenadier 
Squaw's Town. 


Over 
this 
last 
named 
vil- 


lage ruled the Indian princess 
whose native name was Non-hel- 
e-ma. The English named her the 
'Grenadier Squaw" since she car- 
ried herself like a grenadier sol- 
dier at the head of his troops. 
She was tall and vigorous with a 
very regal bearing. 


Non-hel-e-ma and her brother, 


Cornstalk, belonged to the ruling 
class of the trible known as the 
Maguck clan. 
To this clan be- 


longed the priests and medicine 
man. 
About 1747 this clan of the 


Shawnees left their homes on the 
upper Ohio and came to the ScioLo 
valley to the Pickaway plains, at 
first 
called 
"Great 
Plain 
of 


Mag-uck."

next year he returned and found 
the Indians angry with the whites 
and no mission work could be 


It seems probable that during 


one of these' visits Non-hel-e-ma 
became interested in the Christian 
doctrine and was baptised. 
The 


name Catherine was conferred up- 
on her and in her later conduct 
and forgiving spirit she showed 
that she had embraced far more 
of the spirit of- Christ than .many 
so-called 
Christians among 
the 


whites of -her time. 


When 
the 
hostilities of 1774 


started we find Cornstalk and his 
sister opposed to war, but they 
could not restrain their warriors 
who clamored for revenge on the 
white men for their depredations 
After the bloody battle of Point 
Pleasant, 
when 
Dun more 
ap- 


proached the; plains, both Corn- 
stalk and- Non-hel-e-ma went to 
meet him and beg for peace. Dun- 
more considered the Indians as 
having been punished and quickly 
agreed to a treaty of peace which 
was 
eagerly - accepted 
by 
the 


Shawnee chiefs. 


Woman Disowned Later 


When Dunmore withdrew his 


forces Cornstalk and Non-hel-e-ma 
accompanied him part of the way. 
Later the sister seems: to have 
gone to live with the whites at Ft. 
Randolph on the Kanawha river, 
bringing information to the Amer- 
icans and carrying messages to 
her people. For these actions she 
was disowned by her people. 


In 1785 she petitioned Congress 


in the. following . wordg. 
"Your 


petitioner at the commencement 
of hostilities perpetrated by his 
despotic ' Majesty, 
the 
King- of 


Great Britain, 
on the 
United 


States, avowed a 
different

position for the rest of her friends

them and took refuge in the gar- 
rison of Ft. Randolph belonging to 
the state of Virginia; Into which 
garrison your petitioner took 48 
head of horned cattle, which were 
taken for the use of the garrison 
without making me any compensa- 
tion for them, also a number of 
horses and was obliged to leave a 
very considerable property behind 
me which my brethren^ would not 
suffer me to remove." 


In this petition she asked Con- 


gress to give her 2,000 acres of 
land on the west side of the 
Scioto river above the old Pick- 
awee town whece she once resided 
and had goods, houses and fields, 
and where her mother was buried. 
This request was endorsed by both 
Gen. 
George Rogers Clark and 


Richard Butler, Indian commis- 
sioners. 
Both 
had previously 


known Non-hel-e-ma and the help 
she had given the American froces 
during the revolution. Both signed 
the petition and presented it to 
Congress. Several other prominent 
citizens of Pittsburgh, who had fa- 
vorably 
known 
her 
and 
were 


aware of her loss of property be- 
cause of her adherence to the 
American 
cause, 
added t h e i r 


names to the petition. To the dis- 
grace of Congress this petition 
was never acted upon. 


Went to Miami river 


Non-hel-e-ma once more went to 


live with her people who had re- 
moved to the headquarters of the 
Miami river. Later a company of 
Kentuckians 
came against the 


Shawnee towns on the Miami, sur- 
prised them and captured many 
Indians, among them Non-hel-e- 
ma. 
The prisoners were taken 


back to Kentucky and the next 
year released.

known of Non-hel-e-ma.

But the two longest in effect—with Bel- 


gium and 
Cuba—have been 
definitely 


beneficial to that part of the United States 
which does not raise sugar. 


Belgium increased her American pur- 


chases by 71 per cent during the first ten 
months of the treaty, most of the increase 
being in commodities on which there had 
been tariff reductions. Her increase of im- 
portation from other countries was only 
44 per cent. 


Cuba increased her American purchase! 


58 per cent during the first year of the 
treaty; meanwhile the United States in- 
creased its Cuban purchases, mostly sugar 
by 221 per cent. 


During the four months the Canadian 


treaty has been effective, both 
countries 


have increased their purchases from the 
other by about 15 per cent. 


SMOOT-HAWLEY 


Speaking of tariffs, wonder what's be- 


come of the authors of the Smoot-Hawley 
Tariff? 


Six'years ago they were among the most 


powerful members of Congress. 
Senator 


Smoot of Utah virtually dictated the taxes 
of the Senate. He had more appointees in 
the Federal Government than any other 
single Senator. 


Representative Hawley of Oregon dic- 


tated the affairs of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, wrote the tariff bill al- 
most as he wanted it. 


Today they are scarcely heard of in 


Washington.

office, properly identify himself, 
and receive his bonus packet. 


Treasury officials estimated that 


some 36,000,000 $50-bonds will be 
distributed to the three-and-a-half 
million veterans during this bonus 
"pay day." These bonds will have 
an estimated face value of $1,- 
900,000,000. 
They bear the date 


of June 15, 1936, pay three per 
cent interest, and mature June 15, 
1946. 


They are convertible into cash 


immediately, however, at any of 
the 241 post offices throughout 
the country designated as federal 
government disbursing offices. 


Seek P. O. Aid 


If the veterans' home post office 


is not one of the disbursing of- 
fices he can convert his bonds in- 
to cash by executing the sur- 
render contract on the back of the 
bond and depositing it with his 
local postmaster. 
The latter wil 


give the veteran a receipt, and 
mail the bonds to the nearest dis- 
bursing office. 


A check on the treasurer of the 


United States will be sent by 
registered mail to 
the veteran 


This check is cashable at any post 
office or bank, President Roose- 
velt has requested banks through- 
out 
the country to cooperate In 


cashing these checks, immediate- 
ly and in full, when offered. 


All army, navy or marine corps 


ranks up to and including the 
grade of captain are eligible for 
the 
bonus. 
Officers 
promoted 


above the grade of captain during 
the war are 
entitled 
to bonus 


payment for the portion of their 
service previous to promotion. 


In addition to the $1,900,000,000 


in bonds, the veterans are receiv- 
ing treasurer's checks totalling 
seven 
hundred 
million. 
These 


checks represent the amount due 
veterans over and above the sum 
divisible by $50. The divisible sum 
is paid entirely in bonds. 


The distribution which began to- 


day marked the end of the long. 


long trail upon which bonus legis- 
lation was launched soon after the 
doughboys ceased standing in line 
before the paymasters' tents, 16 
years ago, when the bugles sound- 
ed "pay day, pay day—what're 
you gonna do with a 
drunken 


soldier?" 


Vetoed regularly by every presi- 


dent from Coolidge to Roosevelt, 
;he bonus legislation move toward 
its goal with slow but measured 
tread. During the years 
several 


'bonus marches" upon the capital 
were organized by veterans who 
were weary of waiting for 
the 


promised "pot of gold." 


Most sensational of these was 


the bonus march of 1932 when 
thousands of veterans' some with 
their families, moved into Wash- 
ington and 
camped in squalid" 


camps" about the city until they 
were evicted at bayonet point and 
tear-gas bombardment by federal 
troops, upon President Hoover's 
orders. 


The final distribution of checks 


and bonds, authorized by the bill 
passed by both houses of congress 
last January, represents month 
of cooperative work by the veter- 
ans' administration, treasury and 
post office departments. The trea- 
sury department 
hired approxi 


raately 1,400 additional employes 
in Washington 
to facilitate 
the 


work of preparing the checks and 
bonds. Additional employes were 
also put to work in every federa 
reserve district. For weeks these 
temporary employes 
have 
been 


working long hours, many of them 
seven days a week, to complete 
the work on time. 


The 
treasury recently com- 


pleted flotation of $1,100,000,000 
in bonds and notes for additional
